MAN O’ WAR AT THE HEAD OF THE THIRTY LEAD- 
ING TWO -YEAR- OLDS IN MONEY WON 
IN THIS YEAR’S RACING 



NEW YORK. N. Y.. September 5. — The horses 
of Commander J. K. L. Ross continued their win- 
ning streak today. Milkmaid taking up top weight 
of 120 pounds in the Bellair Handicap, conceding 
weight to all her opponents and winning in the 
fast time of 1:11%. Elfin Queen, running the l>est 
race she has shown this year, was the one to make 
the pace and it was not until within the final six- 
teenth that Sande was able to range alongside of 
her with Milkmaid. The latter passed Elfin Queen 
in the final eighth and drew away into a safe lead 
at the end. Enfilade, which was expected to fur- 
nish stout opposition for the Ross filly, was with- 
drawn. 

. The weather was the best of the present 
meeting and a good-sized crowd, considering it was 
an off day. was present. 

William Martin’s P.ridesman proved a surprise 
when lie took Questionnaire into camp in the third 
race, the latter named horse and, Kashmir being 
supported to the practical exclusion of the other two 
starters. Rrulesm aft, showing the trrrrst speed, led 
throughout, with Questionnaire closest in pursuit 
and gamely and successfully resisted the latter’s 
fast, closing challenge. Kashmir ran a bad race. 

Doleful was a short-priced choice in the fourth 
race, which only had four starters and he made 
good with ease. Thus. F. McMahon being second 
and Orderly third. 

Faisan l>ore won decisively in the first from an 
ordinary band of two -year- olds. Lover’s Lane II., 
well supported, finishing unplaced after showing 
early speed. 

Scratches were numerous in the fifth race, 
six of the original ten being withdrawn. William 
Martin again saw his <*olors to the fore when Happy 
Valley led the odds -on choice Whimsy home after 
leading all tin* way. Whimsy made a game and 
sustained effort in the final eighth, but failed to 
get on equal terms with the winner. 

S. McNaughton advanced Happy Valley from 
$1,000 to $1,700 after his victory, but he was pro- 
tected on his owner’s bid of $1,703. 

The victory of Doleful marked the first success of 
E. K. Thomas* colors since his recent return to the 
turf. Trainer William Shields is desirous of pur- 
chasing several useful racers to represent Mr. 
Thomas. 

II. I*. Whitney’s John P. Grier was an odds-on 
favorite in the closing race and he made good by 
a scant neck over Pilgrim. The winner laid to be 
the best horse to win, as he was away none too 
well and his performance was a meritorious one. 

SMALL FIELD FOR LAWRENCE REALIZATION. 

Disappointment was expressed on all sides over 
the small size of the field carded to start in the 
Lawrence Realization tomorrow. Only five are 
named overnight, and if no others are added the 
race seems to be between W. R. Coe’s Over There 
and I*. A. Clark’s Dunboyne, the Futurity winner 
of last year. The latter has not started since Ills 
poor showing in the Preakness Stakes at Pimlico 
last spring, but is reported in prime condition, and 
tomorrow’s contest will give a good line on his 
chances in the $.70,000 Latonia Championship Stakes, 
in which he is considered a sure starter. Over 
There has a pull in weights over Dunboyne, and the 
Spearmint colt has worked remarkably well for the 
Lawrence and will probably. go to the post favorite. 
The horses carded to start in tomorrow’s race 
which is one of the most valuable of the year, their 
riders and weights, are as follows:

Eternal Looks Fit After His Long Rest and Is Being 
Prepared for Latonia Championship Stakes. 



HAVRE DE GRACE. Md. t September 5.— The 
stable of James W. McClelland, of which Eternal, 
the juvenile champion of 1918 and the Brooklyn 
Handicap winner of the current year is the most 
distinguished member, has arrived from Saratoga. 
Mr. McClelland will not race anything at Belmont 
Park. His two-year-olds have had a lot of racing, 
and he feels that they will be all the better for a 
rest before the beginning of the Maryland fall 
season. 

The Harford Agricultural and Breeders* Associa- 
tion will usher in Maryland fall racing on Septem- 
ber 11 with the running of the $7,000 Harford 
County Handicap, a race of one mile and seventy 
yards, for three -year -olds ami over. Mr. McClel- 
land hopes to have Eternal in condition to start in 
the Harford County Handicap, and if lie is not dis- 
appointed and the brilliant son of Sweep 
and Hazel Burke makes a good showing in the Har- 
ford County Handicap, Eternal will be shipped west 
in October to start in the $70,000 Latonia Champion- 
ship Stakes. 

Eternal seems to be in splendid bodily condi- 
tion. He is full-fleshed and lias jilenty of spirit. 
Mr. McClelland and trainer Kimball Patterson 1**- 
lievc lie is capable of running a mile over the 
Havre de Grace track with the best of them. The 
three -year -old Cromwell is tlie only horse past two 
years old of tin* McClelland stable that is anywhere 
nearly ready for racing. Cromwell,- a son of Plaudit, 
which, in early spring, was rated a colt of Derby 
quality, has not raced to expectations, but he is a 
fast plater. 

Hasten On. a son of Great Britain and Crystal 
Maid, and The Trout, a son of Rapid Water and 
Sandringham Bello, are the two-year-olds Mr. Mc- 
Clelland will point for the $10,000 Eastern Shore 
Stakes. Havre de Grace’s liest juvenile special. 
Hast, n On and The Trout both showed well at 
Saratoga. The Trout graduated from the maiden 
class at the upstate Ne w ^ ork track. Andy Schut- 
tinger, who will ride as a free lance at Belmont 
Park, will pilot the McClelland horses at Havre de 
Grace, Laurel and Pimlico. 

R. A. Smith and G. R. Bryson will tarry at Bel- 
mont Park for a week before they bring their thor- 
oughbred racers to Havre de Grace. Bryson and 
Smith shipped from Saratoga to Belmont Park last 
Sunday morning, all their horses being in fine 
trim. Slippery Elm, which appears to 1 m* as good 
now as he was when he raced at Havre de Grace 
last September, is the best breadwinner of the 
Smith string. Slippery Elm won two purses at 
Saratoga, one at one mile, one at one mile and 
an eighth. He will lx* Mr. Smith's starter in the 
Harford County Handicap, also in Hie $1Q,000 
Havre de Grace Handicap, a race of a mile and an 
eighth, that will be run on September -7. With 
Slippery Elm Mr. Smith will bring to Havre de 
Grace Kalituu, the sou of Rey Hindoo, which won 
the Preakness Stakes of 1917 for Edward R. Brad- 
ley. Mr. Smith tried Kuiuuu at lung distance rdn-

NEW YORK. X. V.. September 3. — New Yorkers 
will have their fill of racing tomorrow with the 
United Hunts second and final day’s sport “begin- 
ning at 11 a. m., followed by the regular day’s 
racing at Belmont Park. The United Hunts pro- 
gram at Belmont Terminal calls for six races, with 
the Queens Steeplechase Handicap as the principal 
attraction. The probable starters in this race include 
such good timber- toppers as Syosset, Hibler, Robin 
GoiMlfellow, Decisive, Elysian, Doublet and Stone - 
wood, assuring a splendid contest. 

In addition to the races through the field three 
on the flat are also provided, the Mineola Handicap 
at one mile lieing the most attractive of them.

FINAL DAY OF FAIR RACING 



Wonderfully Successful Blue 
Grass Fair Ends Today. 



Biggest Crowd of Week Expected 
— Friday’s Sport Spirited and 
Interesting. 



LEXINGTON, Ky., September 3. — The most suc- 
cessful Blue Grass Fair in the history of the organi- 
zation will come to an end tomorrow, and prepara- 
tions have lM*en made to entertain a tremendous 
crowd. The attendance during the week has been 
truly remarkable, especially the gathering of Thurs- 
day. when 23.000 people were present. It is ex- 
pected that Saturday’s cro.wd will at least approach 
that figure, if it does not exceed it. 

The six races on the card for the fifth day of 
the Blue Grass Fair were decided over a fast 
track. The weather was bright and warm and thb 
attendance approximately 13.000. 

The opening race was won by John L. Paul’s 
Redstart, the favorite, in a driving finish with 
Miss Manage, which had been out in front most 
of the way. 

The second produced another driving finish and 
was won liy Foster Embry, Vision getting second 
place by a head from Manfred, which had taken 
up the running when Little Nephew surrendered 
the lead around The far turn. 

Jockeys Wolstenliolm and Gaugel, at the conclu- 
sion of the race, were told by the judges that they 
were through riding at this meeting, Gaugel for 
for unsatisfactory riding and Wolstenliolm for 
impudence to starter Morrissey and grabbing Wise 
Joan's bridle during the race. 

The third race was easy for Gallaher Bros.* 
Nobleman. He won easing up by four lengths, with 
Langhorne a driving second over J. J. Murdock, 
the favorite. 

The fourth race was captured by W. C. Weant’s 
Iolite at long odds. He took command at the be- 
ginning of the last half and held the lead to the 
finish. The odds-on favorite, Marse John, was 
second. 

In the fifth Bac and Starkey raced head and 
head f»»r three-quarters of a mile, and theu Lunsford 
sent Trcacy & Walker’s Dahabiah II. to the front 
and won easily. 

The closing race was won by J. W. Fuller’s Toka- 
lon March, driving hard after steadily leading to 
outstay the fast coming Aztec, the favorite. The 
winner paid the longest odds of the meeting, $37.20 
to $1.00. 

Jockey J. Williams had to cancel his mounts today 
because of sickness.
